The fact that Doc Watson is a kind 
of monolith to a young generation of 
acoustic music fanciers became ap- 
parent when the man, accompanied by 
his son, Merle and bassist Michael 
Coleman, appeared on Stage 


The large crowd at the Hiram 
Johnson High School Auditorium last 
Saturday greeted the blind flatpicker 
with a warm and lengthy applause. He 
thanked the audience and cautioned 
them not to expect anything “flashy.” 


Ina sense, Arthel “Doc” Watson is 
not flashy. He has never learned how 
to dance about, sporting oversized 
platform shoes, while smoke bombs 
blaze and lights illuminate the Stage 
However, to a person with a sensitive 
eardrum and a quick eye, Watson is 
extremely flashy It ts his influence 
that has given birth to such talents as 
Norman Blake, Tony Rice. and the 
late Clarence White. The uncultured 
can view a@ Rembrandt with a ‘so 


what,’ attitude, but with the added his 
torical perspective, one can see that 
Rembrandt was a starting point from 
which all else evolved So it is with 
Doc Watson 


The majority of Watson's material 
1s traditional American music with the 
exception of a few “modern” tunes 
Traditional or modern, all of them 
carry the trreproachable Doc Watson 
style 


His set began with three “trads ” 


They were “Don't Let Your Deal Go 
Down.” “Dogone My Time.” and 
“Spike Driver's Blues.” Each of them 
contained some hot guitar plaving by 
Doc and Merle, but the sound crew 
Was still having trouble separating th 
sound of each instrument. Doc and 
Merle hike many acoustic musicians 
these davs, had their custom made 
Gallagher guitars both miked ar d 
wired to amplifiers, i hopes of mak 
ing things easier on the sound crew 
Sound of Music, who provided the
